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N Thurſday laft there arrived here from - Dublin one 
Smallmax, a (2uaker , that lived in Backlane, who tells 
us, That the News of the Defeat of Major General 
Mac Carty's Party, fo feized on the Triſh Court, and 
Army in Dubliy, that they were ready to ſink in the 
Ground : He was in £imerice when the News thereof was brought 
thither by Three or Four ſeveral] Perfons that ran from Mac Car- 
ty ro Limerick without looking back: And they, to colour their 
flight, reported, and ſwore, That all the Limerick Men that were ab- 
ſent were with the /nu#1///a7 Party : Whereupon they forthwith im-

priſoned all, both Quakers and others, but releaſt moſt of them agaiu: 
in about Six Hours time. The Limerzct Iriſh Women were fo enra- 
ged at the News, that they deſired Liberty, and would undertake 
to murther all the Proteſtant Women and Children in thoſe Parts. 
About Ten Days paſt, our Fleet appearing before Xingſale and 
Cork, allarmed that Country : Whereupon the Lord Clare went 
with ſeveral Regiments from Limerick to King fſals, where he a{(- 
ſembled all the Roperees, (viz. Men with Skanes and Halt Pikes, ) 
of chax-Country, end is tarmipg a Camp there.

my immediately left it, and behind them Fourteen pieces pf 
C2nnon; -and+ one Mortar piece.

Yeſtc.day went to Zighlate the Lord Delamere's Regiment of 
Horſe , and Sir Thomas Cole's Regiment of Foot ; and I ſuppoſe 
they imbarked laſt night, and failed this morning, the wind be- 
ing fair : We expect mn upents I Horſe here this Night or 
to Morrow. Governotls# Walkeg "was - receiv'd here with - great 
joy , the Bells Ringing, &c. and treated by the City in the 
Penthouſe : Yeſterday he: took Coach for London, and will be 
there on Tueſday next. 
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
